FOOTHAt.1, MATCH. 

The footliall team, accompanied by 
about twenty of their frienda, proeuuded 
to Nmiaiiiio on 'I'liursday to play a return 
match with tito Eovers ot the Blaclc Dia- 
iiiimd city. Tlio special train arrived at 
Xuimimo at l'J:'20 and tho boys at once 
started for the Central liolel where a very 
lii^lit lunch was part.-ikeii of. .-\fter tlie 
iimpir<-.s and referee h.ad been snleeted a 
st.art was inad.t for liie "i^'reeii," i.lie team 
lieiiii; eonvoyed liiillier by 'bus, wliilo the 
lulmiriiio frienda of botli eiubs took 
"simnlia' mare." .Strangers in the city 
enquit'od us to thu distance and location 
uf tite green, and different opinious wero 
nllurod as to the dist^ince, but it whs fin- 
ally ai.;reed upon that it was a mile and a 
bit, while t he boys who had to walk now 
say tho bit was about two miles loii;ror 
tliiii tho iiiilo. The green which re- 
sembled a cow pasture, from the number 
of holes and ruts, was surrounded 
by the old time snake fence, the 
untmnco boin;_' about three hundred 
yards from ilio spot selected to play on, 
r wliirli ihu sjjeetators had to pick 
t)ieir .steps, as tile place appeared to have 
been a swamp or nuiskeg. Immediately 
liohiiid thu western f^aol was n ditcli, or, 
aa some one described it, a small canal, 
into which several of the players wero ini- 
uieraod in their attempts to make a try, 
at uiiu time no les.s than three were .swiin- 
uiing about, as it were, for the ball. 

'I'hu game was called at li:'M and the 
time fur play was siiortened owing to the 
train leaving' at 4:30. At tho start of tlio 
match tlie Victoria's forced the ball down 
oil to their opponents gaol and for 
a time it looked as though a try 
would reward them for tlioir hard work 
uul good play; Imt such was not 
the luck, and tlie ball was ro- 
turiieel slowly up tlie field and for 
about twenty ir.iiuites tho detcrniiiind 
eli'orli of both teams did not seem to 
count for mucli. 'I'lie furw.irds uf tho 
Victorians were eijual to tlie great 
strength of the Rovers, and had the rest 
of tho team played their part as well, tho 
result wonld hsvo beeri different.

Victoria has 
plenty of good football players, w bo should 
turn out and assist to reclaim loat laurels.

'rhepiipHshi-i.s, Mr Luxtoii and Mr. Acton 
Burrows, wlio hail made the ciiarges were 
liiitilieJ tu appi'ar liefcre the Cuniiiii.s.sion 
to inaiio good tlieir accusations. Tiiey re- 
fused to appour on tho gnmnd that rlic 
Commisaiun was nut authorized to eutjuire

A SLIGHT MISTAKE. 

In an article on "the public health" the 
0/'i;(/«)iii'/i Bitys that smallpox is common 
in tho rnrni distriets of Caniula. This is 
not triio. In tho rural districls of C'juiada 
geiiumlly siimllpo.v; i.s altiioat unknown. If 
u pomuii pitted with snialliiox is neun in 
Kuy of the towns or country diatrtats of 



Ontario, the Maritime Provincua, ftlani- 1 
toba or British Coluinhia it will bo in 
nearly every ciise fniuid on omjuiry that 
ho is either a foreigner or ti native of tho 
province of Quebec. Quebec is the only 
province of the Domitnon in which the 
smallpox does any mischief to speak of, 
and even there it is only the French Can- 
adians who are its victims. These people 
look upon smallpox, like the meiiBles, as a 
disease which almost everyone must have 
some time in his life. Thoy, as a people, 
have, or it perhaps would bo more correct 
to say had, a very strong prejudice against 
vaccination and it is most ditlicult to ino- 
vail upon them to conform to any regula- 
tion that may bo made for tho isolation of 
smallpox patients. During the visitation 
of tho smallpox in 1885 the moatstriusrent 
means had Co be taken to prevail upon the 
French Canadian populatioii to submit to 
vttooiiiabion, and the isoliititjii of 
persons suffering from the disease 
was found to bo impossible. Poojile ob- 
stinately resisted the Board of Health's 
ollicials who tried to enforce the health 
regulations. This was not. confined to 
what is generally regarded as the ignor- 
ant class. Tho gentleman who is now 
chief of the Montreal police, tore down the 
placard warning the public that the small- 
pox was in his house more than once, and 
when brought up before the City Recorder 
to answer for the oflfence was treated by 
him most tenderly and sympathetically, 
(n consequence of this neglect of tho 
jiroper precautious, the mortality among 
cho French Canadian population of the 
city was most dephu'able. There was, 
porhaps, never a more marUed instance of 
the elficacy of tho obaervauee of sanitary 
rules than was wituesseil in Montreal dur- 
ing that terrible visitation. Tho French 
Canadians who neglected all sanitary pre- 
cautions and who entert-ained an ajiptir- 
untly inveterate antipathy to vaccination, 
live principally in tho eastern section of 
the city. The English-speaking citizens 
reside principally in its western section. 
From tho record of the ileal lis from small- 
pn.x, an outsider could distinguish 
at a gliinco between the eastern 
and western divisions of tho city, 
lu the eastern division the death.s were 
wore vei'y iiuuierous, in the western they 
wore ciniiparatively and i^oiispicuoiialy 
tew. .So apparent was this that the 
Kieiieh people themselves noticed it, and 
after a while, attributed it to the right 
cause. Their prejudico against vaccina- 
tion visibly diminished, and they became 
more amenable to sanitary law. They 
now allow their children to bo vaccinated 
and they see the necessity of keeping 
those who are suflVuing from the d seasi^ 
apart from the rest of tho coiiimunity. 
Tho lesson they have learned was a very 
severe one, hut it will be salutary in its 
ell'eets. Wo do not think that Montr(^-d 
will ever again sulfer si. iiiueh from the 
.scourge of sinallpo.\ a.s it did in the sum- 
mer and autumn of 18ij5. We do not 
know whether there has boon any im- 
provement in this respect among the in- 
liabitants of the country districts of 
( jtiubuc, but we rather think that tho ex- 
perience which cost Montreal so much liivs 
had a benelicial etlect upon the whole pro- 
vince. Our Portland cuiitemijorary muse 
not think that because Montreal once 
salFored dreadfully from a visitation of 
-imallpoi the disease is common ui every 
part of Canada. .Such is not the ease, 
livery part of Canada o.\cei)t the I'rovinee 
■ ■f Quebec, is as free from sm ill|)o.v as the 
lie.dthiest part of the United .States. Awd 
now in Quebec the only people who sutfor 
from it are the French Canadians. 



KNAVISH TRICKS. 

The el'ectioneerin); devices and frauds 
resorted to by the American ]Mditicians 
lid not give the observer of the working 
.American institutions a very high opinion 
either of the morality of I'liited States' 
men of intluenco and stiiiding or the in- 
lelligence of the rank and tile of the elec- 
tors. jMany of tho campaign lies were so 
L'i'oBS and .sc: outnigeously improbable that 
it is .surprising that any one could ho 
Ko ignorant or HO creiUllons as to pay tho 
luaat attention to them. 'I'lic peiiple of 
the l.'iiited States were told by one .set of 
stump S|)eakera that Mr. Thnrinan was a 
feeble old man with one foot in the grave 
and tho other very near it, when in tho 
papers that thoy read they saw that Mr. 
Thurman was addressing large audiences 
every day in his own or other states. Tho 
electors were asked to believe by another 
»'!t of oratois that (leiierid lianison had 
ilaclaretl that a dollar a day w.is sutlicieiit 
pay for any working man. It 
w.ns ciuilidetitly asserted at liun- 
ilreds of meetings that .Mr. .Mnrtini 
belonged to foreign salt ring wlmse ubjtH't 
it was to make that iieeessarv of life de.-ir 
to the people of ovory count ry m the 
World. Then extracts ap|ie.ired piirport-- 
ing to be from British newspapers, so ridi- 
e.iliHisly ab.iurd and improbable, that any 
Ill-ill of the least intelligence must have 
- I ll that nf) Bri;.i.sli' jour -alist outside the 
l iiiatie asylum could have written them. 
The editors, ot course, knew thuy wi^re 
l-.rgeries, lull they had so low an opinii.ii 
>it their readers ili.at tluiy published t hem 
without fear uf discovery. They evi 
ileiitly knew that even if the iiii|iiisitioii 
w.is found out thoy would not be lowered 
in the esteem of the public. This was 
vt^ry clearly seen in the Sackville fraud. 
Although Lord Sackville was denounced 
r ght and left by both Democrat and Re 
publican for having written to a country- 
man of his own who had applied to him 
fnr advice its to how ho should vnte. 
jiiit oim of the stump orators or 
cuiipaign oditois had a word of blaino for 
the lying siuak who had written the let 
ter, crammed with falsehnods frmii the 
iirst line to th" he;l, thai, had eiitra|ipeil 
tho British jMiiiiuler.

.sfiiiselessly prejudiced agaii;.,t Cireat Brit- 
ain ani.' everything British, the very fact 
of the letter being writte.i and comnieiit- 
od on so widely proves. Even Mr. 
Blaine himself ^was so unsorupulnus as to 
avail himself of the letter 6btaincd by 
such dishonesb means to pander 
to the anti-British feeling among the 
people whom he addressed. Li (iruat 
Britain the man in Blaine's position who 
would uao a letter so obtained to damage 
an opponent would bo hooted out of pub- 
lic life. Political friends as well as poli- 
tical opponuiit.s would join in deiiiiuiicing 
him and in sending hiui to Cuventry. 
But lllaine, though despised and bated 
by high-minded Americans, is the hero of 
his party — "the plumed knight." The 
Prosidential campaign just ended proves 
beyond a doubt that the political morality 
of the United States is very low, and that 
in spite "of the educating inlluetices of 
their institutions, the rtnk and lilo of the 
electors are far from being as intelligent 
as the citizens of a great republic ought 
to be.

The f(irco of the aeii dashinu; on 
Ueil Uock ia Biiid tu be aciventeeu tons for 
each p'luare yard. l';va])oraiion is a 
wonderlul power La drawing the water 
from the aea. Every year a Inver of the 
entire sea fourteen incbes ihiek ia taken 
up into the clouds. The wiuda bear thei/ 
burden, to the land, and wator comes 
down in rain upon the liohls, to How back 
at last through rivera. The deptli of tho 
sea presents an interestin;; problem. If 
tilt) Atlantic were lowered (v'>tii fe t, the 
distance from shore to shore wmild bo 
linlf as np-eat, or 1,500 milea, If lowered 
a little more than tlireo mil«s, Bay i9, 8 I 
fiet, then) would be a road of dry land 
fn in Newfonudlaiid to Ireland. J his is 
the plan on which the great Atlaatic 
cables were laid. Tho Alediterraneau is 
conipiirativoly shallow. A drying up of 
OIjD fuet would leave three dill'erent seafi, 
and Africa would bo joined to Italy. The 
lliit.lHh Chnnnol ia luora liko a poud, 
which accounts for its choppy wavca. 

It hua boon dillicult to gel correct 
Bouiulings of the Atlantic. A midsliip- 
niau of tlio navy overcame tho dillicult}', 
and a shot we!i;idug thirty pounds car- 
rita down tho line. A hole is bored 
tlirou(;h the sinker, through which a loJ 
oi iron is passed, moving easily back and 
forth.

'J'he bar is made fast to the Une, and a 
filing holds the ghot on. When the bar, 
which exteuda below the ball, touches 
tho earth, the aling unhookg and tho shot 
81 idea o:f.

Tho founder of thu bell, on the 17th of 
.Inly, 1 1;-.! , when the laollen metal was 
just ready to run into llio mold, left the 
founilry for a few motnents in charge ol 
a Ooy, warning him not lo mod., It with 
the apparatus. The boy di.sol)e}-eil the 
injunrtion and set the metal ruunin;. 
Terrilied, he called the founder, who, o i 
seeing the mischief, siippodii;,' iho bell 
ruined, struck the boy to the oarth and 
killed him. 

When the metal coole<l and tho bell 
was tried, it whs found to be of udmi rable 
tone and linisb— the foundor's masler- 
pieee. .Stricken with remorse, li.;j,'.i\o 
himself up to the magiatrate, and was 
condemned to expiate his crime by death 
lie walked to tiie place of execution to 
the tolling of his own bell, calling upon 
all the people to pray for "the poor sin- 
ner." Tho bell h.w ever since borne 
the name of tho i'oor Sinner's Bull. 

At th.it early iierio I I'.reslau was a 
country village of little note. Itha.s now 
grown to be the seat of the linen maim- 
facture ni Silesia, auil next to I'.erliii, the 
l.iru'est city of i'i ua<!a. The aiuiieer-arv 
of the onndiiiLr ol the I'oor ."-iniier's I; d 
was not lor.'olten, howev.T. Tlie bell 
was ru .g morning and eveiiiiit;, and ilie 
pastor 01 the cliiiri li preached a verm in 
111 honor of the oc asioii. in whieii he 
told once more thu well-romembered 
tale.

THE LATE ARCHBISHOP. 

Vmiural of the Hiist Beverend Oharles John 
Sughers, D. D.— ImiiresslVe Coremoules 
—The Woiind Which Caused 
Death. 

On the iL'th of July, 186C, Archbishop 
Seghers, Bishop of Vancouver Island and 
Alaska, left N'ietoria on an extended tour 
of the interior of Alaska, his farewell words 
being. "Adieu, 1 leave for Al.aska, and 
(iod knows when or whether 1 shall return. 
Pray for ine." On the L'Stli of No\ ember 
of th.e same year, in a small cid)in on the 
banks of the Yukon river, near Nulato, at 
6 o'clock in the morning, and with the 
thermometer 20 degrees below zero, he 
was foully niurdered by his .attendant 
Frank Fuller, who has since been sen- 
tenced to ten years' imiii'isoniiient for tho 
crime. After many months' delay, owing 
to the dillieiilty in transporting the body 
in tli.it almost iniiiihabitablo region, tho 
remains of the niurdered prelate wore con- 
veyed to ,St. Michael's and temporarily 
buried, on the Gth of July, 1887. There 
llie body remained for over a year, when 
at last an opportunity presented itself of 
In'iiiging I he remains to Victoria for tinal 
burial. Through the courtesy of the U.S. 
authorities, Comiiiaiider f'j.iiory, of the 
gunboat Thetis, was entrusted with the 
task of bringing the body of the deceased 
|)ielate to this city. On the 11th of Sep- 
tiMiibor last the casket contain- 
ing all that was mortal of the 
esteciued arclibishnp was disinterred 
.and ]ilaced on board the war vessel, which 
reached Lsipiimalt on Wednesday morn- 
ing last. Airaiigenients wore made for 
the reception of tho body, and on Thurs- 
day morning *he casket was lowered from 
tho vessel, placed in a barge and conveyed 
ashore. While the remain;! were in transit 
to tho landing, all the vessels in l']si|uiiiialt 
harbor lowereil their ll.ags to half-mast, and 
a tile of marines on 11. M. ,S. I'ispuigle pre- 
sent lal arms as the funeral prncessiou 
liasseii. The casket was placed ill the 
licirse and eomrycd to the episcopal 
palace on Vates .street, followed by a larye 
iiiiiiiber of the clergy jind congregation of 
the R. C. Catliedral. On Thursday even 
iiig the metalic casket in which the body 
was brout;bl from ,St. Michael's, w.is 
i o|ieiicd ,and the remains transl'eried to a 
i beautiful eliony casket with silver iiiouiit- 
iiigs. A It lioin;h decomposition had set in 
the features were easily recognizable, and 
it was found ujioii examination that the 
bullet which Imu so suddenly ended .. 
nolile life, had entered the body inmiodi- 
aiely aliovo the heart, and not in llu^ 
fLiti.-lieid as M,-is nieiitioned by 
one of llie Indian Wltiies.sus at the 
trial of the assassin. Aledical men who 
examined the wound, stated that the bul- 
let had severed the main artery of the 
heart, and death tvas instantaneous. The 
remains having been robed in a surplice, 
and a breviary and i!ie two )i.illiiims, with 
whii'li the deceased h.id I. ecu invested, be- 
ing pl.aced upon tlu! body, the casket was 
closed for the last time. The silver jilate 
upon the lid bmo the simple inscription: 
"Must Rev. Charles .lolin .Seghers. Died 
Nov. 2Sth, l.s,S(;:,igcd -ITyeara. R. I. P."

The body roinaiued in the library of the 
palace until 9 o'clock yesterday morning, 
when the linal obsei|uies were performed.

He received the tlrst upon hecoiiiiiig Arch 
bishop of ( Iregon, ,ind when he resigned 
that See to coniii back as bisliii|) of his lie 
loved Vancouver iHland, he forfeited the 
I ight to wear the pallium althougli ib re- 
iiiainod in his possession. Pope Leo 
\ 1 1 1., however, as a signal mark of fa\ or, 
bestowed the dignity of the ii:illiiiiii upon 
.Archbishop Seghers a second time, and 
tho investiture took place in the eatheihal 
hero about six wecdts before ho departed foi' 
his fatal trip to Alaska. Ue bore the second 
[lallium upon his shoulders but three times, 
thu day upon which he received it at the 
hands of Archbishop Gross; a second oc- 
casion wdien he celebrated high iiia.'ia, and 
now in his collln, whore it has been de- 
posited, with the (irat pallium, upon the 
body.

On the 28th of tho present month two 
years will have ehipsed since our beloved 
Archbishop whilst engaged amidst t^iil 
and privation, in spreading our Divine 
Saviour's gospel among the heathitn, was 
struck down by tho assassin's hand. And 
although his loss has been the occasion of 
deepest sorrow, our grief has been tem- 
pered ivith gladness at the thought of the
